This road, ia its eatirety from Cartersville 
to the Selma, Rome and Dalton Road, is 
forty-seven miles long.

The road is completed 
for twenty miles, within two miles of Rock 
Mart or new Van Wert, the original terminus 
of the road, Iron is on hand for seven miles 
more,

ing work with 76 miles graded, they had 
simply to renew the trestles and bridges, lay 
down the track, and the work was completed, 
giving them, at $22,000 per mile, $1,748,000 
in bends to that point. 

From Waresboro to Albany is 95 miles, 
through an extrem<ly favorable section for 
chiap tanstruction. “Tunis 95 miles has an in- 
dorsement of $2,185,000, or a total of $2,932,- 
000 for 171 miles, Brunswick to Albany. 

The road-way is completed to Albany, and 
is being operated in a feeble way, with tri- 
weekly trains, these trains being mized ones, 
ruunhing freight and passengers by the same 
train. 

These tri-weekly trains may possibly pay 
their own expenses, less the necessary re- 
pairs, but it is extremely doubtful. 

Not a single freight depot bas been con- 
structed at either termini, or on the line. Ne| 
wharves have been built at Brunswick, nor 
does the company own apy available lands in| 
the city for that purpose. 

Nor does the line run into Albany, but con- 
sects with the South Georgia and Fivrida 
road, about two miles east of Albany. 

One hundred and fifty-five or sixty miles 

f the line, Brunswick to Albany, runs 
throvgh the wire grass belt of south-east 
Georgia, well known as the most sparsely 
populated and least productive portion of the 
whole State, closely resembling the pine bar- 
rens of Florida and North Carolina. 
Under no circumstances can this portion 
of the road pay more than operating expen- 
#08, and even then only so long as the road is 
new, leaving the interest account of $275,000 
per snnum, unprovided for. 

W beuever this portion of the lines requires 
repairs, such as the renewal of cross-ties, 
trestles, bridges, and cspecially rails, there 
will be no surplus earnings from Brunswick 
to Albany with which to pay the extraordi- 
bary expenses named, but that portion of the 
line westof Albany will have to make good 
the deficit. 

Let us now see the amount of business that 
the road may reasonably expect to command 
from Albany. 

From Albany to the coast we have three 
lines, namely: the Brunswick and Al- 
bany, the Southwestern, and the South Geor- 
gia and Florida. 

Albany has 25,000 to 30,000 bales of cot- 
ton outward, and # corresponding inward 
luusiness to be divided between three com- 
peting lines tothe coast. The Brunswick 
and Aibany’s proportion of this must neces- 
sarily be small, and even if she had the mo- 
nopoly of it at non-competing rates it would 
not pay the interest account of the 171 miles. 

It is stated that the grades between Albany 
and Cuthbert, about 45 miles are nearly com- 
pleted, and some three or four miles of track 
laid west of Albany. 

From a point opposite Dawaon, the line 
will run parallel with, and but a short dis- 
tance from the Southwestern Road. At 
Cuthbert we have from 15,000 to 16,000 bales 
of cotton to divide between the Brunswick 
and Albany and the Southwestern. An equa) 
division of this business between the two 
roads, would not strengthen the Brunswick 
and Albany, for it must be borne in mind 
tinat the two lines run nearly paralle! through 


the charter which allows it to extend west- 
ward to the Alabama line. :
